How to Tell the Xind of Animal That
Made Them—S8quirrel, Rabbit,
Coon and Blkunk Tracks.

By I'rof. Burface, of Btute College

To the country boy nothing s more
familine than the wvarious kinds of
tracks of gnimals In the snow, but here
the clty bhoy Is nt a disudvantuge, anid
his knowledge on this subject ls con-
sequently lmited, Yet the huntor who
iy #o skillful that he can follow the
tracks of un individual animal among
those made by his companions cannot
always tell why certain differences ex-
ist, anlthough he may be able to point
out what they are, No person knows [t
all, and since this I8 o subject not dis=
cussed In books It s 4 froitful and in-
teresting source of Informution by di-
rect observation.

Commoence with the cat and dog,
Let each walk in the snow. What dif-
ferences In thelr tracks begldes gize?
The cat's tracks are round and stubby
and no nall or alaw prints arve to be
seen, while in the dog's tricks the
vlitws show at the front of euch toe,
Why Is this? The cat selzes Ity prey
with Its cliws, and to Keep them as
sharp us koives or necdles nature has
made them retractile and has provided
them with sheaths, ad o razor blade s
protected in its handle, henee no cliuw
printg In the cat's track. Now what
differences between the t'acks of the
front and hind foot of cach? Not only
thozge of slze and shape, but also there
is one more toe print on onc than on
the other, Which has the greater nume-
ber, and Why? ‘The front foot has five
toes and the hind foot hag but four
The front loot Is used in catehing prey,
und the greater the number of function-
ul toes it has the more certain can he
the grasp, Now which others of our
mitive anihmals mnke tracks like these
unimals, and why? The fox makes
trucks llke those of the dog and the
wild eat, lynx, or catamount inakes
tracks like those of the domesticated
cat, because each of these wild animals
iz closely related in structures, fune-
tiong, and habits, to the resepectively
named domestic animals, Thus zoolog-
feul classification and natural affinities
nre expressed in the forin of the track.

All persons Lknow that the hind feet
of i rubblt arc much larger than are
the front fect, but only hunters know
that the tracks that are In front ov
at ends ol the arms of the V" of a
rabbit's track are made by the ani-
mul's hind fteet, and the hindermost
tracks, or those at the polnt or apex
of the "V" are mude by the front fest.
Why is this? Few persons know, and
in fuct we do not know of Its positively
having been published in any book or
paper, that the members of the rab-
bit and squirrel families never move
n any other manner thun by hops or
jumps, In jumping the small forefeet
arc pressed closely together and the
larger hind feet are thrown around
amnd in front of these, at ench side, and
the animal then springs by using
clilelly the muscles of the hind lmbsa.
Thus the tracks of the soulrrel and
rabbit arve similar enough to denote
thelr zoolugleal affinltles, but there are
striking  differenves. Owing to the
fuct that the souirrel is smaller than
the vabblt uvd its hind limbs are not
